The banks of Arkansas do not 
own road bonds, but they do render a 
service 'for the bond holders by as- 
sisting in collections as well as in the 
sale of bonds. 


"I have talked with representatives 


of tho Arkansas road bondholders and 
I do not believe their attitude will 
bq -unfair. They do not feel that the 
legislature should expect them to ac- 
cept extended maturity dates with 
lower interest rates on the bonds they 
now hold. 


"The bondholders, most of them in- 


stitutions that know their rights end 
arc thoroughly familiar with all the 
lawa governing public debts, wi!l not 
accept any legislation that might cause 
their securities to be less desirable. 
If they are not satisfied with the te- 
financing plan finally adopted by the 
legislature, they will have the officials 
of tho various counties extend the 
taxes on the lands. If necessary they 
will bring this about by mandamus 
proceedings. 


''They will, however, accept ex- 


tended maturity dates at the present 
interest rates provided the slate will 
reduce the bonded indebtedness at the 
rate of 51,000,000 per year. 


"I believe it would be better for the 


state to use the $900,000 per year now 
being refunded to the counties on 
gasoline taxes in inaking the requir- 
ed reduction than to have the debts 
revert to the lands."
